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“A BIG WARCLOUD. 


Fears That Germany Wants Another 
Conflict With France. 


THE EMPEROR’S MANNER AND LAN- 
GUAGE INDICATE A DESIRE FOR WAR. 


The English Free Masons—Bishop Reeves 
Excommunicates the Catholic Support- 
ers of Parnell—Violent Hurricane in 
Spain—Affairs at the Vatican—Foreign 
News. ' 


BERLIN, March 5.—Notwithstanding pacific 
@ssurances and rumors the Kaiser continues 
to be deeply incensed against France. He is 
not so much irritated by the discourteous 
treatrient of his mother in certain news- 

- papers oreven the frantic anti-German ut- 
terances of a portion of the people, as by the 
single fact that he failed in his plan to obtain 
French pictures for the Berlin exhibition and 
that he was personally snubbed and disap- 
pointed. This feeling shows itself to all who 
approach hin’, and occasions considerable 
apprehension that the Kaiser may grasp at 
some pretext for fighting the French. He no 
longer talks of peace, and both his manner 
and language indicate that he anticipates 
war,and hascome to the conclusion that 
another struggle wil’ be needed to settle the 
title of Germany to Alsace-Lorraine. 

THE TRANSLATION TOO STRONG. 

LONDON, March 5.—The Times’ Paris corre- 
spondent asserts that the excitement which 
resulted from the visit of Empress Frederick 
tofaris was caused by the Cologne Gazette's 
expression ‘‘Bubenhafte Verunglimpfungen’’ 
having been translated into French as ‘‘In- 
sults from rascals,’’ the translation being 
much too strong. The same correspondent 
also declares that Empress Frederick pro- 
longed her stay in France atthe request of 
Queen Victoria. He also says the story of the 
‘Empress Frederick’s visit to St. Cloud was 

/ invented by French reporters in revenge for 

their not being allowed to accompany Count 
von Munster’s carriage through the park, 
which is an ambassadorial privilege. 


The English Free Masons. 
LONDON, March 5.—The Prince of Wales 
was again elected last evening to be Worship- 
ful Grand Master of the English Free Masons. 
The meeting of the United Grand Lodge was 
& more than usually brilliant spectacle and 
the popularity of the Prince in the order was 
well attested. The Prince’s son, the Duke of 
Clarence, is also taking a leading rank in the 
Masonic fraternity and will, it is expected, 
be elevated to his father’s majestic rank 
when the latter gives up the Grand Master’s 
chair for the throne of Great Britain. 
ENGLISH TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 
LONDON, March 5.—The British Govern- 
ment, under pressure from merchants in the 
Brazilian trade, are taking steps to obtain for 
Great Britain an assurance of commercial 
privileges in that country equal to those 
granted to other nations. English merchants 
are afraid the reciprocity treaty between 
Brazil and the United States will divert much 
of the trade to the latter country. The news- 
papers here print many attacks on Gen. Da 
Fonseca, accusing him of nihilism and other 
offenses. 


THE LABOR TROUBLES. 

LONDON, March 5.—The Cardiff strikers 
maintain that they have been treated in the 
harshest manner by Mr. Lewts, the mahager 
of the Bute Docks, and that the brother of 
Mr. Lewis, a stipendiary Magistrate, has sat 
in the cases where strikers were accused, and 
passed judgment adversely to them. They 
allege that gross loss in the reduction of wages 
is their reason for going on a strike. Their 
statements are made in answer to statements 
made by Mr. Lewis. In Aberdeen the struggle 
is kept up with increased bitterness. A num- 
ber of men who came from England to take 
the places of the strikers have been assaulted 
and mobbed, and navigation is almost at a 
standstill. 

THE FEDERATION’S VICTORY. 

The state of affairs, so far as the labor 
troubles are concerned, points’toa signal 
victory for the Shipping Federation in both 
London and Cardiff; In this city to-day the 
dock laborers are to remove the blockade de- 
clared against the Shipping Federation’s 
vessels and the men will resume work, hav- 
ing succeeded in obtaining only minor con- 
cessions. The stevedores, it is understood, 
will follow the example of the dock laborers 
and will resume work to-day. The unionist 
laborers attribute their virtual defeat tothe 
lack of proper federation of the allied trades. 
At Cardiff the coal tippers are still out, but 
they are sceking for some acceptable com- 
promise and, in the meantime, are calling 
the engineers employed upon the railroads 
and upon other labor unions to go outon 
strike in support of their movement. But 
these other unions, .though ready enough 
with expressions of sympathy with the men 
_ who are now out on strike, evince little liking 
for a more practical display of support. 

The delegates of a number of trade unions, 
in an interview which they were accorded to- 
day with Mr. Wm. Henry Smith, First Lord 
of the Treasury, urged that the Labor Com- 
mission ought to consist one-half of work- 
men’s representatives. John Burns, the labor 
agitator, asked that unskilled labor and fe- 
male workers should be represented on the 
commission. Mr. Smith did not discuss the 
suggestions made by the delegates, content- 
ing himself with merely promising to con- 
sider them in due course of time. 


| SERIOUS TRADE COMPETITION. 

Lonpox, March 6,—English textile manu- 
facturers attribute the extraordinary depres- 
sion of the cotton trade in England largely to 
the rivalry of the mills in British India, 
where there is no limit to the hours of labor. 
The Indian mills are running with considera- 
ble profit on the capital invested, but under a 
different system from the* English mills. 
Indian cotton goods are largely superseding 
the English in markets where inferior quall- 
ties are indemand; MHindoostan also threat- 
ens another British industry, that of silver 
plate. Theimport duty has been abolished. 
The opponents of the reduction of hours of 
labor by legal enactment quote these facts as 
arguments against the proposition. 

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

Lonpon, March 5.—The Standard in its finan- 
cial article this morning take a pessimistic 
view of the situation and says: 

The paralysis seems to be extending to Mincing 
lane and-upon the Stock Exchange. It is impossible 
to say what truth underlies currén? rumors. 

The Times says there is no danger of any im- 
portant failures; but owing to the shyness of 
the public in regard to certain securities, the 
Stock Exchange will experience a long period 
of inactivity. 


SUCCESSFUL LIQUIDATION,

Mexico’s Rich Tin Mine. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 56.—With reference 
to the reported discovery of the very rich tin 
mine about fifty miles from thecity of Du- 
rango, John Pershmaker, the owner, gives 
the following details:. The discovery of tin 
was accidental. He had gone to what is 
known asthe Diabolt mine, forty-five miles 
southwest of Durango, for the purpose of ex- 
amining the yield of metal-bearing ores, not 
knowing that tin had ever been found there. 
He found a shaft about three hundred feet 
deep, which had passed through two light 
veins of gold, iron and silver-bearing ores. 
In making a close examination of the sides of 
the shaft he noticed that the miners had 
passed through a large and very rich lead of 
oxide. of tin evidently without knowing it. 
After making his calculations as to the 
probable direction taken by the vein he ran 
a horizontal tunnel’ for a short distance, 
striking a vein ofore that is truly remark- 
able. Itisover four feet wide and is com- 
posed of a solid mass of oxide of tin, assay- 
ing from 50 to 60 per cent of the pure metal. 
There is no sulphur in it whatever, so that 
the work of reducing the ore simply amounts 
to the work of smelting and casting into 
ingots. Mr. Pershmaker adds: 

**I made a thorough examination of the 
mine and its resources, and purchased the 
whole thing. What surprises me more than 
anything else is that nobody discovered the 
yalue of the mine before my arrival. But 
then onlya few people know tin ore when 
they see it. I do, because I have made 
mineralogy and metallurgy a life study. I 
sent for a Scotch miner who has spent many 
years in the famous tin mines of Cornwall.’’ 


Affairs at the Vatican. 

ROME, March 5.—The announcement in sey- 
eral American newspapers that Archbishop 
Williams of Boston would be appointed a 
Cardinal is not true. Archbishop Williams 
has written aietter to the Pope requesting 
His Holiness not toimpose that honor upon 
him.

The Vatican authorities arein receipt of 
numerous letters fromthe United States re- 
questing the Pope to reinstate Dr. McGlynn. 
Contrary tothe reports circulated, Cardinal 
Gibbons is not mixed up in this affair. 


A Hawaiian Conspiracy. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 5.—A promi- 
nent Honolulu merchant who arrived on the 
steamer yesterday brings news of a conspir- 
acy formed by Col. Ashford to seize the Ha- 
walian Government and make the Queen a 
figurehead. The scheme was similar to the 
one engaged in by Wilcox four years ago. 
The American Minister learned the full de- 
tails of Ashford’s scheme and arranged to 
have marines landed from the warships Mo- 
hican and Iroquois in case any attack should 
be made on the Government house. The un- 
certainty of political affairs on the island is 
causing great uneasiness among the conserv- 
ative element. 


The Irish Party Troabies. 

BELFAST, March 5,—The Right Rev. Wm. 
Reeves, D.D.,Bishop of the united dioceses of 
Down and Connor and Dromore, who has 
issued a letter amounting practically to an 
excommunication of the Catholics who sup- 
port Mr. Parnell, which letter has caused 
considerable excitement in this city and 
elsewhere, says during the course of’ the 
epistie: 

These men who are supporting Mr. Parnell have 
become the propagators of public scandal and have 
by their own acts placed themselves in company 
with those to whom itis unlawful for priests to 
administer the sacrament. 


The Austro-Hungarian Elections. 

VIENNA, March 5.—The young Czechs and 
German Liberals have, so far as results are 
known, been successful in sixty-four rural 
elections. This insures a majority for Count 
von Taafe as Preniler. The young Czechs 
will probably have thirty members in the 
new Reichsrath, @gainst twoin the last Par- 
liament. There was great excitement at the 
offices of the Czech organin Prague over the 
results of the elections, and the police were 
called out to disperse the crowd. Hungarian 
papers deny that the elections resulted in 
favor of Count von Taafe. 


Violent Hurricane in Spain. 

MADRID, March 5.—A violent hurricane has 
swept over this city and neighborhood, doing 
a great amount of damage to property. 

THE SALE OF CUBA. 

MADRID, March 5.—In a discussion on Cuban 
affairs in the Cabinet the sale of the country 
to the United States was considered, The 
weight of opinion was decidedly averse to 
any such negotiation. 


Foreign News in Brief. 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Times states on authority that recent 
negotiations carried on at the courts of r- 
many, Italy and Austria insure a renewal of 
the triple alliance. 


FOR SHIPMENT TO EUROPE, 


A New. York Firm Applies for Nearly 
$1,000,000 in Gold Bars. 


NEw YORK, March5.—Application was made 
yesterday afternoon to the Assay Office for 
gold bars for shipment to Europe. There 
was a rumor in Wall street that $2,000,000 had 
been engaged, but Supt. Mason said that the 
application was for less than $1,000,000. Mr. 
Mason would not indicate .the amount closer 
and he withheld the name of the applicant by 
request. He said that no reason for the con- 
cealment had been furnished by the firm or 
individual asking for the gold, but Mr. Mason 
supposed that it was desired to avoid pub- 
licity until it was learned whether any charge 
was to be made on the bars. 

‘*‘I suppose that Congress has passed the 
bill giving the Secretary of the Treasury dis- 
cretion in this matter,’’ said Mr. Mason, ‘‘as 
to whether bars will be exchanged for coin 
under any circumstances, or whether the 
bars will be furnished on payment of the cost 
of manufacture. Ifthe bill isa law the ex- 
porters of gold will be anxious to have the 
question settled as to whether gold bars can 
be obtained freely as heretofore. Because of 
these conditions I decided to grant the re- 
quest tc keep the name of the party applying 
for the gold secret temporarily.’’ 

Heideibach, Ickelheimer & Co. have or- 
dered $600,000 gold for export to Europe. 


Heavy Snow in New England, 

Boston, Mass., March 5.—Snow began fall- 
ing hereearly yesterday morning and. con- 
tinued all day, accompanied most of the time 
by ahigh wind, From twelve to fourteen 
inches fell, the greatest fall of the winter.

CANADA’S ELECTION. 


Both Parties Making Strenuous Efforts 
to Poll a Full Vote. 


COUNTRY ELECTORS UNABLE TO COME IN 
ON ACCOUNT OF HEAVY SNOWS, 


A Large Force of Pinkerton Detectives 
Watching for Repeaters—The Toronto 
“Empire’s’”’ Last Appeal to the Loyal 
Canadians — Money Used Freely — 
Charges on Both Sides. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 5.—The Govern- 
ment seems to recognize that its fight is a 
desperate one, and is using every means and 
every influence that it thinks can capture a 
vote, -The railways, the manufacturers, the 
church, the distillers—all have been worked 
in turn, and wholesale intimidation, it Is 
alleged, is now being practiced by the em- 
ployers oflabor. Itis the intention, say the 
Liberals, of the manufacturers to lead their 
workmen to the polls to vote the Conserva- 
tive ticket. Any suspected employes are 
being spotted and are threatened with dis- 
charge should they vote against the Govern- 
ment. A circular has been issued by the boot 
and shoe manufacturers to their hands 
stating that in voting for the Liberal Party 
they would surely throw themselves out of 
work and their wives and children would 
starve, asunderthe Liberais the boot and 
shoe factories would be closed down. Can- 
vassers have gone all through the different 
factories and workshops telling the workmen 
of the era of starvation that would follow 
should unrestricted reciprocity come into 
force. Money has been sent out to the 
country constituencies in thousands of dol- 
lars to be used at the last moment, and 
everything points to wholesale bribery on 
both sides. At the headquarters of the Con- 
servative party yesterday, agents were con- 
tinually arriving from the country and were 
supplied with money to take out again. 
Twenty of Pinkerton’s men have arrived 
from Chicago, engaged by the Liberals to 
watch for bribery. Itis well known on both 
sides that some of the light constituencies are 
to be bought outright if possible. 

A heavy snow-storm has been raging since 
last night, and many ofthe country roads 
are so blocked that voting will be almost im- 
possible. This will hurt the Liberals, as 
many farmers will be unable to reach the 
polling districts. 

The Conservatives are now advocating the 
election of Sir John MacDonald onthe plea 
that he is the only statesman in the Dominion 
who can cope with Mr. Blaine in any diplo- 
matic negotiations for reciprocity.

TO-MORROW’S HANGINGS. 


The Gallows Ready for lington, Bulling, 
Holden and I m. 
BOONVILLE, Mo. , Marcli$.—The jail officials 
do not know what to expect of John Oscar 
Turlington to-morrow When they come to 
hang him for the murderof Sheriff Cranmer. 
A man who, under nee of death, has 


the Lathes eihie a year, and “who has led such a 


desperately criminal life as Turlington, is apt 
to make a scene on the gallows. He has said 
he will never be hanged. This he has re- 
peated a number of times since his last 
escape, and the speech has been inter- 
preted as meaning suicide. The jail 
Officiais say he cannot escape them 
another time, and they think that he has not 
the peculiar sort of nerve necessary for end- 
ing his own life. All of his ‘‘desperate’’ 
work has been done with a hurrah anda 
dash. Whenever the circumstances have re- 
quired a persistent effort he has weakened. 
When he escaped to Kentucky he practically 
gave himself up, being cold and hungry, 
though he knew that he would be brought 
back and hanged. 

Ample preparations are being made for his 
execution and toavoild any scene. He seems 
quiet, but refuses the consolation of religion. 

BULLING, THE WIFE MURDERER. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 5.—Louis Bulling Is 
making preparations to quit this world to- 
morrow, He is enjoying fair health, and yet 
he knows that this is his last day on earth, 
To-morrow morning he will receive among 
other callers the Sheriff, who will read to him 
a@warrant. Hisarms will then be pinioned 
and he will be conducted to the jail yard, 
where he will die at a rope’s end. Bulling 
killed his wife on Jan. 31, 1888, and has been 
permitted by the law to survive her two 
years, one month and some days. He is 
quite penitent and itis expected will go to 
his death calmly. 

CALVIN HOLDEN AND ARTHUR DUNHAM. 

MONTICELLO, Ill., March 5.—Harley Rus- 
sell’s murderers, Calvin Holdenand Albert 
Dunham, will pay the penalty of their crime 
to-morrow morning. The murder was com- 
mitted in June, 1890, and in spite of the efforts 
of attorneys for the defense to delay the mat- 
ter Mrs. Holden, Calvin’s mother, and his 
younger brother are in the penitentiary for 
their shares in the crime, and Calvin and 
Dunham are to hang to-morrow—all withina 
year. 

The sentiment of the community is strongly 
in favor of the executions, and if Gov. Fifer 
had interfered and pardoned the men on Mrs. 
Holden’s ‘‘confession’’ there would in all 
probability have been a lynching bee. 

There is not so much danger of that sort of 
thing now, and yet it is feared that the 
Governor will grant a stay or commutation. 
He is being pressed to do this’ particularly on 
Dunham’s behalf, asthe latter has persist- 
ently denied participation in the crime, It is 
not denfed that he had knowledge of the 
crime before and after the commission, 
though it has never been satisfactorily 
proved that he was concerned in it directly.

‘A SOUL MISGUIDED. 


The Hypnotic Secret of the Double Sui-’ 
cide at Cincinnati. 


A PSYCHIC DISCIPLE ACCOMPANIES HIS 
MASTER TO THE DEATH. 


How the Dark Spirit of Ernst Salinger Led 
Isador Fraunthal Away From Life— 
“TI Can Control His Every Action’’—The 
First Crime of Hypnotism—A Brother’s 
Journey. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 5.—The suicide of 
Ernst Salinger and Isador Frauenthal, the 
two young Hebrew theological students who 
sought and found death together yesterday 
morning, develops into a strange story of 
hypnotism and hypnotic. control. <As the 
first instance on record where that weird 
force has demonstrated its power to cause 
the commission of a desperate act by a 
subject whose will has been surrendered 
to a master, the tragedy will become 
a celebrated one, with a scientific bearing 
that adds strangely to its interest. . It broad- 
ens the unexplored fleld of hypnotism ina 
peculiarly horrible direction, and opens up 
possibilities of hypnotic crime that as yet 
have only been hinted at by students of the 
latest psychical mystery, and suggests a 
criminal development of the future that is 
at once both fascinating and fearful. From 
discoveries in the case made. to-day, there ts 
now no doubt that Salinger and Frauenthal 
were respectively. master and disciple in 
hypnotism, and the story of their double 
suicide marks what may be called hereafter 
the beginning of the epoch of hypnotic sin. 


A STRANGE FASCINATION. 


It isa story of ghastly and almost super- 
natural fascination, in which the character 
and temperament of the two young students 
became outlined with tragic clearness. Sal- 
inger, an unquestionably learned and purely 
intellectual man, moody and melancholy in 
spirit, dark of soul and scornful of the world, 
appears as the controlling mind. Frauen- 
thal, the young St. Loulisan, bright, viva- 
cious, peculiarly emotional, fond of life and 
vividly alive to every passing impression, 
furnished the receptive and re- 
sponsive material upon which the 
stronger and more dangerous ,person- 
ality of Salinger exercised its power. 
The relations between the two began, strange 
tosay, with a shuddering aversion on the 
part of Frauenthal, a shrinking from the evil 
control of Salinger’s spirit, which was al- 
most prophetic in instinct. The overcoming 
of this aversion was the destruction of a 
barrier which the s@ul itself seemed to have 
placed between Frauenthal and his dangerous 
fellow-student, and from that moment the 
strange intimacy that wasto end in their 
strange death swept them onward without 
stop orstay. Its coursemay be described as 
a systematic campaign of soul against soul, a 
struggle for mind-mastery that could have 
but one ending. 

Salinger, already an adept in hypnotism, 
early discovered his psychic control over 
young Frauenthal. He investigated it by 
experiments conducted in the secrecy of their 

‘hanged if by. hypnotic 
emonstrations’ a@titers of their fel- 
low-students, in witiich he was the master 
and Frauventhal the subject. He then con- 
firmed it by the last great test of hypnotic 
power, the successful mastery of Frauen- 
thal’s mind, day and night, present or ab- 
sent, the complete subjugation of one soul by 
another. Having reached this point the young 
Hebrew hypnotist exulted in his strange 
power, boasting that there ‘‘was one man in 
Cincinnati whose every action he could con- 
trol.’’ 
LED ON TO DEATH. 


Then, when the problem of psychic mas- 
tery had been effectually solved, the strange 
young man began what must have been a 
premeditated descent towards the final trag- 
edy, leading the powerless Frauenthal down 
with him. Thetwo students had been for 
some time practically inseparable; they now 
became almost as one and strangely sentl- 
mental in their bearing towards one another. 
At last the day arrived upon which Salinger 
had resolved that he and his disciple should 
put an end totheir present existence ; perhaps 
to widen the fleld they had found too limited 
in this world. Forone year the young man 
had kept a diary of his daily life, a book that 
is yet destined to become famous as an in- 
tellectual and moral curiosity, a singularly 
well-written and thoughtful record. This he 
abandoned as the great premeditated catas- 
trophy approached. 

The last day of life of the two hypnotists 
was characteristic in its happenings. At 
dinner time Salinger was attacked with 
spasms of the heart. Upon the suggestion of 
their landlady, Mrs. Schottenfels, he and 
Frauenthal, still inseparable, started 
out to find a Dr. Forchheimer, who had 
been treating Salinger before. In a 
few moments they returned, Salinger laugh- 
ing carelessly and announcing that his heart 
had pained him so much that he could not 
reach the doctor’s house. 

‘*No doctor can do me any good,’’ he said 
lightly, ‘‘and Frauenthal.can sleep with me 
to-night if anything happens.’’ 

At9o’clock that night young Frauenthal 
explained a problem in algebra to Rose Schot- 
tenfels, the daughter of their landlady, and 
Salinger gave a boy pupil a music lesson. The 
master-hypnotist knew then that it was his 
last day on earth, and told the boy that he 
would never give him another lesson, at 
the same time presenting him with a gold 
pen asa keepsake, Then the two soul-linked 
Hebrew theologists went together to the 
room from which they would never emerge 
again alive. 

CAREFUL PREPARATIONS. 


They made careful preparations for their 
strange suicide. The shutters of the room 
were first closed, so that not a ray of light 
would penetrate to the outside. The door of 
a closet near their room door was placed ajar 
atsuch an angle that it would resist the 
opening:of the latter, and the bed was 
shoved against that. The back door 
was locked. Everything belonging to them 
was carefully packed away, with the excep- 
tion of some books and a violin belonging to 
Salinger, mute tokens of the accomplish- 
ments of that strange spirit. Their clothing, 
which they removed, was then hung up in

The thought of my parents’ grief has long de- 
terred me from taking my life, but now, witha rag- 
ing brain anda body racked with unceasing pains, I 
take consolation in the thought that they would 
rather have me dead than have me as I am. May 
they, too, take consolation in this thought, and may 
they feel that though my departure was sudden and 
unexpected, it was for the best. May the all-loving 
Father, to whom I cah commend my soul, have 
mercy on all my loved onesin their sorrow, and help 
them bear their grief with fortitude. 

To you, my beloved Henry (Lawduer), I have in- 
trusted the disagreeable task of informing my loved 
ones. A man of your character need not be told how 
to act in such an emergency, for all you ever did was 
welldone. To you, as the best friemd I leave be- 
hind me, I intrust this record as a token of the 
heartfeltlove I bear you. Ask my dear family to for- 
give me, Henry, and know that even though he is 
dead you are aiding your friend. 

ERNEST SALINGER. 

Bernard W. Frauenthal, the second brother 
of the suicide, left for Cincinnati last night to 
get the remains and will probably return to- 
night. The parents of the young student are 
prostrated by the shock of the awful occur- 
rence and the family gathering at the home 
ofthe Frauenthals, 1512 Lafayette avenue, 
awaiting the arrival of the body, is a sad one, 
It is probable that the remains will be trans- 
ferred at once from the depot to Mount Sinai 
Cemetery. 


THE ANNEKA JANS ESTATE. 


A Large Meeting of the Heirs at New 
Albany, Ind. 


NEW ALBANY, Ind., March 5.—A large meet- 
ing of the heirs @o the Anneka Jans estate was 
held here last evening. - There are in attend- 
ance delegates from Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
Kentucky and other States. Attorney Strat- 
tan of Chicago represents fifty of the heirs at 
Chicago and other towns in Illinois. Mrs. 
Lafayette Smith and George A. Bolton are 
here from Springfield, ll., Mrs. Schiffiinnian 
from Richview, fl., and a number of other 
Illinois delegates are taking part 
in the deliberations. There lives in 
this city Mrs. Ulrich Keys, who 
claims to be ae great-granddaughter 
of the old Hollander, Anneka Jans. The 
heirs have had no difficulry in tracing their 
descent from the rich old woman and they 
have at their meeting a copy of the will of 
Anneka Jans, in which she bequeaths her es- 
tate to her eight children and their heirs. 
The estate claimed covers sixty-two acres in 
the heart of New York City, including all the 
lands held by Trinity church. The grant of 
this sixty-two acres was made to the husband 
of Anneka Jans and the patent was issued by 
the Colonial @ithorities of New Amsterdam in 
1696. Trinity church has claimed 
to hold the property under & 
ninety-nine year lease. The heirs 
maintain that no such lease exists, and that 
Trinity church has no legal title whatever to 
the valuable real estate, and holds it with- 
out legal authority. The heirs will employ 
the best lawyers in the country and com- 
mence legal proceedings. A statement was 
made inthe meeting that a numberof the 
present holders of the property offered to 
compromise with the hetrs without a law suit 
and pay them large sums to quit their titles. 
Another meeting will be held this afternoon.

WARRANT FOR BALDWIN. 


A DEPUTY SHERIFF SEARCHING FOR 
THE PITTSBURG PITCHER. 


He Is Charged With Conspiring to Induce 
King to Jump a Contract—O’Connor’s 
Queer Proposition to Joe Pritchard— 
The Columbus Catcher. 


Another application for a warrant was 
made to-day against Mark Baldwin, the 
pitcher of the Pittsburg National League 
team, who since jumping his contract with 
the Columbus Association Club, has been try- 
ing to induce other players to follow his 
example. Tuesday an atttempt was 
made to procure a warrant against 
him for conspiracy for attempting to get 
Jack O’Connor to jump his contract with 
the Columbus Club. Mr. Estep was doubtful 
about the law covering the case, and while 
Mr. Von der Ahe’s attorneys were looking 
the matterup word camethat Baldwin had 
made another jump and jumped town, so the 
case was dropped. Baldwin had  “*not 
left, however, as was afterwards 
learned, and yesterday he suc- 
ceeded in getting Jack oO’Connor. to 
jump his Columbus contract and sign with 
the Pittsburg Club, the catcher being paid 
$1,200 advance money as an inducement to 
commit the disreputable act. Baldwin is 
still in the city, however, and is said to be 
working on Charley King, the Brown Stock- 
ing pitcher. To-day one of Mr. Von der Ahe’s 
attorneys called at the FourCourts to procure 
a warrant for conspiracy against Baldwin. 
Hie was told that if he would draw up an 
information that would cover the 
case it would be issued. The attorney 
went to his office and drew up an information 
charging Baldwin with conspiracy with J. 
Palmer O’ Neill, president, and Ned Havlin, 
manager of the Pittsburg National League 
team, to break up the American Association 
and the clubs composing it by endeavoring to 
induce King and O’Connor to break their con- 
tracts with the Association clubs, with which 
they have signed. 

BALDWIN IN HIDING, 

It was supposed that Baldwin had slipped 
out of the city Tuesday night, as no trace 
could be found of him, but this proved a mis- 
take. He didnot go. Fortwo days had Mr. 
Von der Ahe and a couple of detectives 
searched forthe pitcher in vain. Yesterday 
Baldwin was skirmishing about the city, 
endeavoring to have cashed a check 
of the Pittsburg Club for $1,200. O’Connor 
had said that he was ready and willing to 
jump his contract for the price agreed upon— 
$3,850 for the season—but he wanted the ad- 
vance money in cold cash and not in 
the paper of the Pittsburg Club. 
The latter is evidently not — sell 
ing above par, judging from_ the 
trouble Baldwin had in finding a bank or in- 
dividual who would cash the club’s check. 
Although Baldwin paid his bill at the Laclede 
Hotel yesterday afternoon, he did not leave 
the city as it was supposed he haddone. He 
seems to have merely left the hotel,so as to be 
better able to keep outofthe reach of those 
people who are anxious to meet him. 

THE HONORABLE MR, O’*CONNOR. 

An interesting feature of the case and one 
which pretty clearly illustrates the character 
of Mr. Jack O’Connor, catcher, is furnished 
by a proposition he is known to have made to 
Joe Pritchard. Mr. Pritchard frequently acts 
as agent for clubs in signing for them players 
located tn St. Louis and surrounding country. 


+ ‘When the Columbus American Association 


Qtub wanted to sign O'Connor this season

they sent on to Pritchard to have him secure 
the signature ofthe backstop who disgraces 
this city by calling it hishome. After O’Con- 
hor had signed with Columbus he received 
Baldwin’s offer on behalf of the Pittsburg 
National League team. Hastening to Pritch- 
ard, O’Connor told him he had received an 
offer of $1,000 more money to go to Pittsburg, 
and he offered to ‘‘whack up handsomely’’ 
with Pritchard if the latter would hand him 
back the contract he signed with Colum- 
bus. This contract could be destroyed 
and no one would know that he (O’Connor) 
had ever signed this Columbus contract. 
Pritchard very indignantly informed Catcher 
O’Connor that he was not engaged in any 
such disreputable business, and soit wasthat 
the catcher was forced to the necessity of 
having to break a contract to go tothe Na- 
tional League. 
THE WARRANT ISSUED. 

About 2:20 this afternoon Mr, Von der Ahe’s 
attorney presented the information which he 
had prepared against Baldwin, and a war- 
rant was issued on it for the pitcher’s 
arrest. In company with Mr, Von 
der Ahe a Deputy Sheriff started from the 
Four Courts immediately in search of Bald- 
win to serve the warrant. If captured he will 
probably have trouble procuring bond here, 
ashe has few friends in St. Louis except 
among bali players.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—Senator Car-

A STRICT PARTY AFFAIR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—For the 
fourteenth time inthe history ofthe Govern 
ment the Speakerof the House has been re- 
fused the unanimous vote ofthat body upon 
his retirement from the chair. It was 
understood that if the Republicans under- 
took to. offer the customary vote 
of thanks to Reed that the Democrats would 
not only vote against it, but would go to the 
extent joffopposing fit.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—United States 
Treasurer Huston left for his home in Indiana 
last night, where he will remain for perhaps 
a week or perhaps indefinitely. His visit 
home at this time is to attend to some urgent 
private business. There is nochange in his 
relations to the President. His resignation as 
Treasurer of the. United States is still in the 
hands ofthe President, eg pr “pe yet ac- 
cepted it. He may accept it at any time and 
not accept it ali, When a new urer 
does come in there will be an enormous 
amount of work ahead forthe clerks in the 
Treastrer’s office. All the money in the 
vaults, amounting to millions and millions of 
dollars, will have to be counted... Even the 
cents, dimes and silver dollurs have all to be 
counted, and there are of these kinds of 
money more than $24,000,000 now in the Treas- 
ury. It will take a force of twenty-five men

THE SURPLUS. ’ 

Wasuineton, D. C,, March 5.—The net 
surplus in the Treasury at the close of busi- 
ness yesterday was less than $9,000,000. It has 
been reduced

more than $30,000,000 having been paid out on 
this account. The drain on the Treasury from 
this source will now cease for three months 
and the surplus is expected to gradually 
crawl up again to figures approximating 
$35,000,000.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


The Mysterious Killing of Dr. Linde- 
mann at San Remo. 


A MAN AND A WOMAN UNDER ARREST 
CHARGED WITH THE CRIME. 


The Tragedy a Duplication of the Eyraud- 
Gouffe Atrocity in Paris—A Crazy 
Husband Kills His Wife—A Tragic 
Romance—Nicola Piero Dead—A Record 
of Bloodshed. 


MONACO, March 5.—A man and woman were 
asrested here yesterday evening charged 
with the murder ofa physician in December 
last. Their arrest has causeda sensation, 
because the crime is a direct counter- 
part or reproduction of the crime 
for which Michael Eyraud recently 
suffered the death penalty in Paris. 
From the meager details obtainable from the 
police it appears that in December last the 
body of an English physician, a Dr. Linde- 
mann of Manchester, was found dead in a 
ravine near San Remo. The finding 
ofthe dead body was followed by an offi- 
cial investigation, which, when it was an- 
nounced, resulted in the authorities 
of San Remo coming tothe conclusion that it 
was either a case of suicide or else that 
Dr. Lindemann met his death by accident 
through falling down the ravine some dark 
night while out walking. 

THE REAL THEORY. 

It now appears thatthe police allowed the 
suicide or accident theory to get abroad in 
order to better enable the police 
to follow out the real theory—that 
of murder. It was: thought likely that the 
murderers, upon hearing that the authorities 
of San Remo had arrived at the conclusion 
that the English physician’s death was 
caused by accident or suicide, would relax 
their vigilance, take fewer precautions to 
coneeal their crime and thus fall more read- 
ily into the hands of justice. From the 
moment the doctor’s body was found the 
authorities of San Remo never ceased their 
investigation, and gradually wove a net of 
evidence around the doctor’s murderers, 
which yesterday resulted in the arrest here of 
amananda woman who are charged with 
baving murdered Dr. Lindemann. 

THE MURDERERS. 

The woman, it appears, was of the seduc- 

tive character of Gabrielle Bompard, Ey- 
raud’s mistress, and she used her bright eyes 
to lure the doctorto lodgings she occupied at 
San Remo, Asto what actually took place 
after the woman had enticed her victim into 
her room little is actually known here, 
owing to the fact that the police are 
not yet prepared to give all the 
facts to the public. However, it is concluded 
that the doctor, when in the woman’s apart- 
ments, was drugged, murdered and robbed’ 
by the woman who had bewitched him and 
the latter was assisted in her perpetration of 
the crime by the man supposed to be her 
lover who was taken into custody. with her. 
The arrests have caused much commotion. 
It has been rumored that the man and woman 
in custody may have other and similar 
crimes Charged against them and that the 
woman may have been used to lure other 
men to their doom. 
@in places like this, where the finding of 
bodies, generally cases of supposed suicide, 
is not an infrequent occurrence it is not as- 
tonishing that the wildest theories have 
Deen advanced, and that people 
fancy that perhaps the woman 
made it a business to decoy 
successful players in her apartments, and 
that there they may have been both robbed 
and murdered and their bodies placed so that 
they would be classed as victims of ill luck at 
the gaming tables of Monte Carlo or else- 
where.

PITTSBURG, Pa., March5.—A special from 
Franklin, Pa., says: Thomas Moore of 
Thomas Moore &Sons, harness-makers, an 
old and prominent citizen of this place, shot 
and killed his wife this morning ina fit of 
insanity. He is now a raving maniac and has 
been taken into custody. 

NICOLA PIERO DEAD. 

New YoOrRK, March 6.—Nicola Piero, the 
young Italian who was shot on Monday by his 
pretty lover, Pasqualina Lubertilli, died this 
morning in the hospital. Piero had ruined 
the young Italian girl under the promise of 
marriage. He gave her a revolver and told 
her if he did not keep his word to kill him. 
When he refused to marry her she followed 
out his instructions. 

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., March 5.—On the 3d 
inst. the dead body of a man, who had been 
murdered, was found in a vacant house near 
Winslow, this county. The body had been 
stripped of all clothing and concealed under 
some hay in the old building. The man ap- 
peared to be about 80 years old, had black 
hair and mustache, and one front tooth mis- 
sing. On the left arm, in India ink, were the 
letters M. K.T. There is no clue to the mur- 
derer and no idea as to who the victim was. 
Efforts are being made to find the murderer. 

HEGGEBUND’S EXPLANATION, 

MCPHERSON, Kan., March 565.—Mr. C. A. 
Heggebund, President of the Second National 
Bank, who was shot so strangely last Mon- 
day, became sufficiently conscious yesterday 
to make a statement. He said he was re- 
turning from the town of Herrington and 
came inonthe Rock Island between 5 and 
6o0’clock. He was walking up Kansas ave- 
nue, back of some stores, and as he passed 
between the old tin-shop and the outhouse 
some one put a pistol to his breast and fired. 
He does not know who shot him or what mo- 
tive prompted it. 

THE WRONG MAN SHOT. 

Waco, Tex., March 5.—Tom Melton shot 
and wounded Z. D. McLennan yesterday, 
mistaking him fora man named Henderson. 
Melton had been assisting the Marshal to hunt 
up the Reisel robbery. The suspected robbers 
have made threats against him, and about 
midnight Melton and a friend were mounting 
their horses toleave the city, when McLen- 
nan andaman named Moorerodeup. Mel- 
ton recognized Moore, having seen him with 
the robbers during theday. He thought Mc- 
Lennon was ‘Henderson, and charged him 
with following them upto killhim. Before 
McLennan could deny it, Melton shot. 

KILLED FOR HIS WIFE’S HONOR. 

MILAN, Tenn,., March 56.—Mr,. Thomas Hale 
was killed near Jeanette, Decatur County, by 
B. M. Morgan, under peculiar circumstances. 
Morgan made insulting proposals to Mrs. 
Hale and her husband went to him and told 
him that he had come to kill or be killed, 
Hale then drew a knife and attacked Morgan, 
who dealt him a blow on the head, from 
which he died next day. 

SADIE M’MULLEN’S CRIME.

Arrangements forthe Labor Demonstra- 
tion in Its Favor This Evening. 


There will be a demonstration of working- 
men at  COentral Turner Hall to- 
night to take action on labor 
bills now pending before the Legisla- 
ture, particularly the weekiy payment Dill.

CHIEF HENNESSY’S MURDERERS. 


Interest Growing in the Trial of the 
Accused Italians. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 5.—Yesterday 
being a State legal holiday no session of court 
was held, but the Hennessy murder trial was 
renewed to-day. Politz’ supposed confession 
has created a profound impression, and it 
backs up the prosecution in their allegation 


‘that the murder was a conspiracy, and that 


the prisoner was a mere tool in the 
hands of a higher and wealthier class, who 
paid them well for the removal of Hennessy. 
Politz, itseems, is not at all anxious to die, 
and will turn State’s evidence at any time 
the prosecution desires. He does not deny 
his own complicity in the murder, and wants 
to make terms to save himself. What he told 
the State’s representatives in his private 
interview Monday night is still known only 
to them. Politz seems to fear his com- 
rades and was taken to the 
Sheriff’s private office in another part 
of the building. The rest of the prisoners 
look very sour. Public opinion is evenly 
divided on the question of Politz’ confession. 
Some claim that it is done for effect and 
others that the manis really frightened and 
telling the truth. Of course this is only 
talk, as no one really knows what he did tell. 
The two Marchesis, father and son, Bagnetto 
and Scaffedi. were positively identified as 
participants in the assassination. Politz’ con- 
fession also implicates them.

IN an address to the Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence Judge MoADAM of New 
York said that of the 17,000 persons con- 
fined as insane in that State not over 1,000 
had been adjudged insane by a jury or 
through a properly constituted court. The 
certificate of two physicians declaring a 
man insane was enough to enable inter- 
ested persons to hurry a man off to an in- 
sane asylum, where he would probably re- 
main for life, ‘‘for all practical purposes 
civilly dead,’’ and with little chance of es- 
cape when his confinement might be the 
result of a foul conspiracy to deprive him 
of hisliberty and property. A medical 
certificate that a man is insane is by no 
means conclusive. Qne of the most prom- 
inent medical experts called onto testify 
in insanity cases in New York courts 
killed himself and his children, and a post- 
mortem revealed the fact that he had long 
suffered from a chronic brain disease,

Streeter Polls 98 Votes in To-Day’s 
Balloting at Springfield. ° 


THE JOINT SESSION ADJOURNS WITHOUT 
ELECTING A UNITED STATES SENATOR, 


Meeting of the Republican State Central 
Committee—Futile Efforts of the Steer- 
ing Committee to Whip in Kickers—The 
Thayer-Boyd Case—Proceedings of the 
Legislatures. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 5.—Streeter, in his 
wild endeavors tq keep the Republicans on 
one end of his string and.the F.M.B, A. 
members on the other, presents anything 
but a dignified appearance. Yesterday after- 
hoon wRile the members of the Republican 
State Central Committee were assembling he 
remained in his room at the Leland, whiie 
**Long’’ Jones, Charlie Fullerand Dan Pad- 
dock kept their eyes on all new arrivals, 
and as soon asacommitteeman was discov- 
ered he was marched up to the lair and given 
an introduction to Streeter. Jones had in- 
tended to secretly call the committee to- 
gether, but the fact leaked out and gave 
Messrs. Evans, Crawford, Bacon, Hutchings 
and Chott achance to prepare their case, 
They are determined to resist the pressure of 
the committee should it be decided to favor 
Streeter. Noneof the F, M. B. A. men were 
present yesterday during Mr. Streeter’s con- 
sultations with the Republican commit- 
teemen, and Messrs. Moore and Cockrell, 
especially, are wondering what pledges 
Streeter has made. After the informal meet- 
ings Mr. Streeter gave his colleagues as- 
surances that he had stuck to the principles 
ofthe Alliance, Even before the Central 
Committee had assembled they had satisfied 
themselves that it would be worse than folly 
to undertake to favor the election of 
Streeter, and that it would be fatalto make 
the question a test of party loyalty. E. H. 
Morris, Thos. C, Fullerton, Henry L. Herty 
and John H, Duncan believed that Streeter 
should be chosen, and that the special duty of 
the Republicans was to beat Palmer, and that 
as soon as possible. When the committee 
did assemble the air turned blue and 
possessed a sulphurous odor, caused by the 
kicking members, who swore by all and 
everything that Streeter shouid never have 
their support. ‘‘Long’’ Jones was in the 
chair, and if he had sought from one end to 
the other ofthe country he could not have 
found a more obtuse and solemn set of men 
over whom to preside. The chairman, in his 
ear-splitting argument, said that Streeter had 
been chosen by the Republicans because of 
his principles.

LITTLE Rocy, Ark., March 6.—The Senate 


Committee on Oongressional Apportionment 
yesterday recommended the bill creating six 
Democratic districts. Senator Davidson 
moved that Lincoin be stricken from the 
Sixth and Bradley from the Third, and both 
added to the Second, arguing that the pres- 
ence of Lineom in the Sixth makes it a doubt- 
ful district.

AUSTIN, Tex,, March 5.—The Senate yester- 
day passed the bill for the management of 
the State penitentiaries, with an amendment 
authorizing tlLo purchase of convict farms, 
with the sanction of the Governor. The 
House spent the forenoon discussing the Ter- 
rell railway commission bill, voting down 
several amendments, finally adopting that of 
Mr. Rogan of Brown providing that the com.

sued. A motion to reconsider the Gresham 
amendment was left without action, the 
House adjourning. 

NEBRASKA GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 6.—The case of the 
State on relation of John Thayer vs. James A. 
Boyd was on hearing at the State House yes- 
terday. The action was brought some time 
ago by ex-Gov. Thayer to determine Boyd’s 
elegibility to hold the office of Governor, and 
Thayer claims that Boyd was a native of Ire- 
land, has never been naturalized, and con- 
sequently cannot hold office. The demurrer 
in reply to that charge claimed that the facts 
above were not clearly proven, and that 
Boyd had been duly elected Governor and 
had properly qualified. It also claimed that 
Thayer now, as a private citizen, has no 
right to prosecute such a case. 

KANSAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 5.—The mortgage bill 
reported by the Judiciary Committee was 
considered by the Senate yesterday and 
recommended for passage. The bill provides 
that when a debt secured by a mortgage con- 
taining a power of sale has become due the 
holder may make demand on the sheriff to 
advertise and sell the land for satisfaction of 
the debt. The sheriff must publish a notice 
of sale for five insertions, and upon the day 
advertised sell the land to the highest 
bidder and execute to the purchaser 
a certificate of purchase. For the 
two years ensuing the mortgagor has 
the exclusive right to redeem his property 
from the purchaser upon the payment of the 
purchase price with interest and taxes ac- 
crued thereon. Trial can be broughton a 
mortgage sale whenthe mortgagee sells be- 
fore the mortgage fallsdue. The sale may 
then be set aside and the costs taxed against 
the person on whose demand the sale was 
made. The billonly applies to mortgages 
made after the new law takeseffect. The 
alien land bill was passed by both Houses. 

THE WYOMING STATE SEAL. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 5.—The startling 
discovery has been made that the State acted 
without a seal during the late session of the 
General Assembly, which adjourned fitty 
daysago. This state of affairs was brought 
about by some one changing the design that 
was accepted. It was originally intended 
that it should be a gowned woman typifying 
the freedom of the sex in Wyoming, with one 
hand uplifted and the other on a shield, but a 
Greek slave, lewd in every appearance, occu- 
ples the woman’s place. There is great in- 
dignation. 


The Thayer-Boyd Case. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 5.—The Supreme 
Court this morning overruled the demurrer 
of the attorneys for Gov. Boyd and set Tues- 
day nextasthe day on which he must file an 
answer to Thayer’s allegation of non-citizen- 
ship. The attorneys for Thayer gave notice 
that on Tuesday they would insist on an early 
day being set forthe argument ofthe case. 
Inthe demurrers the Governor’s attorneys 
set up that Thayer was not a party in interest 
and had no rightto commence proceedings. 
Thayer’s friends are jubilant, but Gov. Boyd’s 
friends announce they are ready to meet the 
issue and have no fear of the result. 


Oklahoma Fight for Officers. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., March 5.—Judge Green 
yesterday decided in the contest case between 
the old county officials (Republican) and the 
newly elected officials (Farmers’ Alliance) 
that the old incumbents should turn over 
their offices, books and papersto the new. 
Miss Oora Diehl, the newly elected Register of 
Deeds, made a demand for that office with 
the records, etc., and was refused upon a 
technicality. Much excitement followed and 
trouble is feared. 


Against Female Suffrage. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March}5.—The Legislature 
received a remonstrance from alarge number 
of Chicago Jadies yesterday against the bill 
extending municipal suffrage to women and 
denouncing as pernicious all attempts to se- 
cure legislation in that direction. 


PAUL CARNOYER STILL LIVING. 


He Writes From Paris to Assure His 
Friends That He Is Not Dead. 

Paul Carnoyer, the young St. Louis artist 
who was said tohave committed suicide in 
Paris about one month ago, has been heard 
from in a letter to his cousin, Mr. 8. E. Grote, 
of the Grote Paint & Oil Co. For the past 
month many of Paul’s friends in this city be- 
lieved him dead, as jt had been some time 
since he had been heard from, and the story 
of his dramatic suicide as pub- 
lished in several Eastern papers 
was very generally read and believed. 
The story was to the effect that Paul ‘‘Coro- 
noy,’’ a.young gentleman artist studying in 
Paris, has saved enough money from his 
monthly allowances sent by friends in the 
United States, to carry him to Spain, where 
he painted a coast scene witb the intention of 
sending it to the Salon, the goal of all 
ambitious young painters. Last January he 
submitted it, and on the day i the 
picture was to be passed upon by the judges 
he and several friends were in their favorite 
cafe awaiting the news. Jack Jenkins, who 
was said to be Paul’s room-mate, rushed in, 
and, slapping Paulonthe back, told him his 
painting had been refused, when in 
fact it had been accepted and given 
honors. Feul left the cafe at once, 
so the story goes, and went to hisroom. His 
room-mate, Jenkins, hunted him up a few 
hours later, and finally going to the room, 
found Paul dead on the floor witha bullet 
through his head anda revolver by his side. 
Seeing the result of his joke Jenkins, over- 
come with sorrow, took the revolver from 
the hand of his dead room-mate 
and when the boys called the next 
morning to congratulate the artists they 
found their dead bodies. The story first ap- 
peared inthe New York Sun and was copied 
in several papers. The editor of the Sun ex- 
plained toinquiring friends that the story 
was a novelietté written by a member of the 
staff, and that the similarity of the names 
was only a coincidence. The paper was sent 
to Paul, and in referring toit hesays: ‘‘l 
suppose my friends at home are worrying 
about me on account of that article published 
in the New York Sun. I did not receive a 
copy of the paper until two or three weeks 
after it appeared. I have entered suit against 
the Sun through an American attorney who 
will at least secure a retraction of the article, 
which, no doubt, has done me some 
harm at home. I think the writer must 
have been some art student who knows me 
and thought he was doing something funny. 
My lawyer assures methat he will set the 
matter straight and bring me to life again 
among my kind friends in St. Louis, I failed 
to get in the Seion on account of long sickness 
which prevented my finishing my painting, 
but I hope to send you chee news at the 
next opening. 
and teil them I am very much alive ana mak- 
ing great progress,’’ ‘

PRESENTED TO-DAY. 


The Citizens’ Ticket and Petitions Filed 
With the Recorder. 


THE BREWERS DECLARE IN FAVOR OF 
THE INDEPENDENT MOVEMENT. 


The Report of a Secret Noonan Organiza- 
tion and Its Objects—Republican City 
Committee to Meet To-Morrow Even- 
ing to Arrange for the Primary Elec- 
tion and Convention. — 


Not much has yet been heard from the In- 
dependent movement, but that is because 
those who are interested in it have preferred 
to work rather than talk, knowing that be- 
fore election day the public would be familiar 
with all the laborious efforts that have 
been madein behalf of good government. 
Because there has not been much bluster it 
will cause surprise to announce that this 
afternoon the petition nominating the six 
members of the Coun#il was presented to Re- 
corder of Voters Carlisle with about 700 names 
attached and every name was attested by 
a Notary Public. More than 700 attested 
names have been received ,many more, but for 
obvious reasons it was desirable to present 
the petition early and some names were 
omitted because it would cause adelay to 
wait for all of them to be sent in, so, to save 
time, the petition with only 700 names upon it 
was presented. At the time of going to 
press Mr. Carlisle had not said whether 
he would accept that ~petition or 
act upon the advice of his attorney 
and reject it. He will probably receive it, 
but it really does not matter much whether 
he does or not. The friends ofthe movement 
anticipate opposition of that kind and they 
are too shrewd to be caught by it. Even if 
this petition is accepted, others will be pre- 
pared just the same andifany party under- 
takes to fight the Independent movement on 


that line, it will be met at every point, 
} 


WHAT THEY HAVE DONB. 

The surprising thing is to learn how much 
has been done in grooming the Independent 
movement for the campaign. For instance, 
it is not generally known that the petitions 
have been placed in the hands of certain men 
who have a deep interest in the movement, 
and they have been working so quietly that 
they have not been heard of publicly, though 
they .have secured 2,000 names besides the 
7,000 and more which have been attested, 
making a total of nearly 3,000 who have 
signed. Thisisthe kind of work that has 
been done; unostentatious, but effective. 

When the petitions are made public they 
will be strikingly different from most of those 
which appear in such campaigns. They are 
not signed with a lot of names which may be 
real or may be bogus. Every man’s name 
and address isclearly given and the signa- 
tures will be subject to inspection. Since 
a clean and honest campaign has 
been begun it is meeting with 
the support of every one. The principal 
German papers are strongly supporting it, 
and the only ones which oppose it are those 
which have a marked anarchical tendency 
and those which are controlled by office- 
holders. Inevery class of business the Inde- 
pendent ticket finds support, and that sup- 
port is active and bold. With shrewdness 
the movement has been kept comparatively 
quiet, but it is now public and day after day 
its force and power will become more appar- 
ent. 

THE CAUSES FOR IT. 

Day after day the question is heard: ‘‘What 
is the cause; what is the need for it?’’ 

The causes have been given from time to 
time during the last four years, and particu- 
larly in the last two, inthe Post-DISPATCH, 
and those causés are the specific instances of 
boodling that have been freely ventilated 
and made known. The one great cause 
is that no city in the West has 
ever been cursed with a more avaricious 
boodle Assembly than St. Louis has had; an 
Assembly which contains one man who had 
the effrontery to demand 2% per centof the 
stock of a company as the price of his vote. 

Story telling is a part of politics and a story 
on one of the Delegates comes in aptly. He 
had givenup a position which paid him $1,500 
a year to accept one which paid only 
$300 in the House of Delegates. A friend 
met him a few months lager and asked 
him bow he couidaffordto doit. He tooka 
paper and pencil and made outa formal ac- 
count. ‘‘This bill, so much; that bill, so 
much,’’andso on. When he footed up the 
column of figures he said: ‘‘Now, I have been 
there less than a year and there ts a total of 
$2,250 from these bills and more for the future. 
The possibilities of the future are illimit- 
able.’’ 

A member of the House who asked that 
same question, ‘‘Whatis the cause for it?’’ 
was told plainly that the reason an Indepen- 
dent movement was needed was that every 
franchise has to be bought from the Assem- 
bly. 

‘*Why,’’ he replied,’’ this Assembly has 
done more to advance St. Louis than any 
other that ever existed, Look at the rapid 
transit.’’ 

**Yes,’’ was the answer, ‘‘but every fran- 
chise obtained was paid for.’’ 

‘*Suppose it was,’’ he said, ‘*who its hurt? 
Do you hearthe street car magnates com- 
plaining of being broke? They are not kick- 
ing. The factisthat a man is put in the As- 
sembly at $300a year. Heis expected to take 
care of himself. Ifhedon’t do it when the 
opportunity occurs he is called an idiot.’’ 

And yet this same gentleman asked the 
cause for an Independent movement. 

SOMETHING TO BE SHOWN. 

He says the street car magnates are not 
complaining. Before this campaign is over 
it will be shown by indisputable facts thata 
dozen 8st. Louis capitalists have with- 
drawn their money from corporations 
and enterprises which depend wpon 
franchises, because they would not submit to 
and could not stand the greedy demands of 
the Municipal Assembly. The prices which 
were paid for the rapid transit franchises 
will all be told, and other transactions 
will be laid bare to show the 
public why there should be an Independent 
movement end why there should be one hon- 
est branch of the Assembly, at least. 

The leaders of the Independent movement 
are slow to talk, but to-day they made known 
one important fact, namely, that the 
Independent movement will have the 
support of the brewery interests. 
Mr. Adolphus Busch, Mr. Griesedeick, 
Mr. Herold of the Oherokee, and 
Mr. Stiefie have signed. Mr. Wainright said 
he would sign the petition, but he is out of 
town, and all the brewers have given the 
movement their approval. They are promi- 
nent men, and the effect of their support will 
be powerful. Men of equal standing and po- 
sition all through the business community 
have gladly volunteered their support, and it 
is upon the strength of this material that the 
Independents rely for success.

The extension would connect the 
two neighboring republics still more closely 
and develop their internal commerce, while 
it would open to Bolivia an easy communica- 
tion withthe Atlantic coast. Since the end 
of the Chillan war, which resulted in snatch- * 
ing from Bolivia her port of Antofagasta on 
the Pacific, she has had no outlet for her pro- 
ducts toward eitherthe Atlantic or the Pa- 
cific.

$1,715,081, a decrease of $46,560. The net 
earnings, after allowing for all expenses 
and charges except dividends show a deficit 
of $177,251, against net earnings of $182,252 in 
1890, or a decrease of $859,504. One considera- 
ble cause of the large falling off in earnings 
is the failure of the corn crop last year. The 
gross earnings from the transportation of 
corn from points westof the Missouri River 
in the month of January, 1890, were $520,000 
as compared with only $24,000 for the same 
points this year.

BUILDING IN TYLER PLACE. 

A section of Tyler place has already been 
benefited by a complete system of street im- 
provements.

WILL OPEN UP LANDS. 


PROVISIONS OF THE INDIAN BILL PASSED 
BY CONGRESS. 


Two St. Louis Lawyers Get Fat Fees 
Through the Bill’s Passage-—The Sec- 
tions of Country to Be Opened for 
Settlement. 

The omnibus Indian bill, which {passed the 
recently deceased Congress and was signed 
yesterday by the President, will open up for 
settlement immense sections of country that 
have been hitherto unproductive and unoc- 
cupled reservations. The pockets of three 
St. Louis lawyers will be the fatter for the 
passage of this bill, as they have acted as 
attorneys forthe Indians under agreements 
for the payment of fat fees. 

The bill provides for the expenditure of 
$150,000 by the United States for the benefit of 
the Coeur d@’Alene Indians in consideration 
of a quit-claim tolands heretofore settled; 
for the payment of $500,000 to the 
same Indians for the cession ofa part of 
their reservation; for the payment of $342,- 
778.37 to Sioux Indians (Sisseton and Wahpeton 
bands) for services in the army of the United 
States, and for the payment to themofa 
further sum of $18,400 annually until 1901, and 
$2.50 per acre for all lands of their reserva- 
tion after they have taken their allottments 
in severalty; for the payment of $160,000 
to the Citizen Band of Pottawatomie 
Indians for lands in Indian Territory; for the 
payment $65,000 to absentee Shawnees to aid 
them in making homeson lands allotted in 
severalty ; for payments tothe Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians, and to the Choctaw 
Indians. 

ST. LOUIS ATTORNEYS GET BIG FEES. 

The Cheyennes and Arapahoes knock the 
cherry and their attorneys, ex-Gov,. 
Crawford of Kansas, Matt Reynolds 
and James M. Lewis of &8t. Louis, 
geta fee out of their pile of $120,000. The 
chiefs in council agreed to give a much 
larger fee, but on the submission of the con- 
tract tothe Interior Department the fee was 
cut down to the sum named. 

The omnibus bill sets out at length the 
agreement between the commissioners, David 
H. Jerome, Alfred M, Wilson and Warren G. 
Sayre, and Left Hand (his X mark) and 664 
other Indians, and appropriates the money 
for carrying the agreement into effect. 

The Indians cede theland known asthe 
Cherokee strip, about 4,000,000 acres subject 
to allotmentsin severalty. Under the bill 
the Indians are to have first choice of land, 
and each adult, male and female, is to select 
160 acres of land, Fathers are to select 
160 acres for each child under 
the age of 18 §6 years, and ithe 
Indian Commissioner will make selections for 
orphans. These lands must be taken up in 
ninety days, and within sixty days $250,000 Is 
to be distributed pro rata among the mem- 
bers of the tribe. This sum is a part of 
$1,500,000, and another $25,000 is to be paid at 
the direction of the Secretary of the Interior. 
The remaining $1,000,000 is to be returned 
to the United States Treasury, and while 
so retained as to draw 6 per cent interest. 
The interest is to be paid the Indians per 
capita annually. There are 618 male adult 
members of the two tribes, and probably the 
total membership Is five times that number. 
It will thus be seen that it isa mighty good 
thing to be a Cheyenne or an Arapahoe—bet- 
ter than being a Kansas farmer. 

THE CHOCTAWS’ FAREWELL. 
‘The Choctaws will receive over $2,000,000 on 


a claim for former cessions of territory, less 
their attorneys’ fees. John C. Orrick was 
the 8t. Louls attorney of these Indians. All 
of the other claims were presented to Com- 
missioners and agreements made between 
the Indians and Commissoners on them; but 
the Choctaw claim was pushed directlo be- 
fore Congress. Mr. Orrick’s share in the fee 
is said to be $10,000. 

The total appropriations ofthe bill is $15,- 
000,000, or about $6,000,000 more than ever be- 
fore, It opens up for settlement lands in 
Idaho, Dakota and Indian Territory aggre- 
gating nearly 10,000,000 acres, Undgr it some 
thousands of Indians will abandon their com- 
munal form of government in part, take 
lands in severalty and begin life as farmers of 
their own separate tracts. As they are to be 
fairly well staked for this venture, it may be 
some years before the white man owns all of 
the several portions.

A Sharp Advance in Wheat, Oats and 
Corn This Morning. 


SHORTS RUSHING TO COVER, AND BULLS 


TRIUMPHANT. 


An Inactive Market Suddenly Trans- 
formed Into a Rising One—Bulls on 
Top, and Bearsin Full Flight—John W. 
Kauffman Severely Squeezed—No Fail- 
ures Antici-pated. 


The sharp advance in grain took the market 
by surprise, and on the floor ofthe Mer- 
chants’ Exchange gave rise toa great deal 
of excitement. When May wheat reached 
$1.0012, an advance from 97lec 
over yesterday’s opening price, there 
was a general scurrying of the shorts to 
cover. The extent to which the market had 
been oversold was a surprise to all. For some 
time past trading has been dull, and it was 
not supposed that there wasany large short 
interest out. ‘ 

SHORTS SEVERELY SQUEEZED. 

To-day’s trading, however, proved that the 
market had been heavily oversold, and nota 
few of the shorts were severely squeezed, 
although it is not considered as at all likely 
that anyone will succumb. The _ short 
interest is a continuation of that held on 
Feb. 2, when an advance in the market 
caused John Thyson of the Art Club to fail 


and embarrassed a great many more. 
According to gossip on the floor, 
John w. Kauffman, who is noted 


as by far the boldest and heaviest speculator 
in the city, was short a large amount of 
grain, and is closing out at a heavy loss. 
Mr. Kauffman’s trading was not confined 
eitherto wheat or to St. Louls. He was 
shorta longline both of wheatand corn in 
Chicago and it is believed that while he 
has covered the greater part of his contracts, 
that he was pressed. Corn rose to 55iac. 
CHICAGO JUBIILANT. 

News was received from Chicago that Part- 
ridge, who has been known to be short, had 
been obliged to cover, and by many the pri- 


mary cause for the advance in 
prices was ascribed to the pur- 
chases of Kauffman and Partridge. 


At the time when wheat rose so sharply dur- 
ing the first week in February, Mr. Kauff- 
man, in company with many others, was 
heavily short, and was compelled to cover at 
a large loss. 

JOHN W. KAUFFMAN’S POSITION. 

It was supposed that he had finally closed 
out his deals, but the developments of the 
past few days leadsto the belief that he has 
since been selling heavily and that others have 
followed his example. The Art Club is be- 


lieved in Chicago to be on the short ‘side, and + 


a telegram was received this morning 
from a well-known broker of that. city 
saying. that it was the intention 
of a certain Chicago clique to paint St. Louls 
red with the blood drawn fromthe Art Club. 
It is not, however, believed inthis city that 
the members of that organization are at all 
heavily involved. There is: a long’ line: of 
shorts out, but all are believed tobe able to 
meet their obligations. 
MR. KAUFFMAN’S STATEMENT. 

That the heaviest holder of short wheat, 
Mr. Kauffman, will be able to meet all his 
contracts no one for an instant doubts. Some 
dealers have been badly squeezed, but as yet 
no one has been fatally hurt, and it is not ex- 
pected that any failures will result. 

In reply toa question Mr. John W., Kauff- 
man said: 

‘*I was short considerable grain in Decem- 
ber and January, but I covered the greater 
portion of my shorts at about the time of the 
last up-turn. Since then I have not done 
much selling andam now practically out of 
the market.’’ 

NOT STARTED BY MR. KAUFFMAN. 

There were rumors fiying about to. the ef- 
fect that Mr. Kauffman was endeavoring to 
sell his Pope’s Theater property. On inves- 
tigation it was found that negotiations for 
the purchase of the property were pending, 
but that they had not been started by Mr. 
Kauffman, 

**No, the building has not been sold,’’ Said 
Mr. Charles H. Balley, the agent of the build- 
ing, when asked the question this afternoon. 
**T did get an offer for it two weeks ago, but 
Mr. Kaufman refused it. In fact, he wouldn’t 
listen to selling it then for any price, though 
i think he has changed his mind since then. 
When Mr. Kaufman refused $750,000 for the 
property, I told the man to make another bid 
for it. He wanted Mr. ‘Kaufman to fix 
a price, but Mr. Kaufman wouldn’t do 
it and so the matter standsnow. Yes, 
I think $750,000is a price worth: considering 
and told Mr. Kaufman so. No, the property 
couldn’t be bought for $460,000 nor for $560,000. 
That wouldn’t touch it. Of course, the man 
who offered $750,000 expected to get the prop- 
perty unincumbered. Thereis now a mort- 
gage for $350,000 on it.’’ 

‘*You’re on the right track,’’ said Mr. J. 
Brooks Johnson five minutes after the re- 
porter had left Mr. Bailey’s office. ‘‘I did 
make Mr. Kaufman an offer for his theater 
property on Ninth and Olive streets last 
night. It was a spot cash offer and I told Mr. 
Bailey when I made it that I expected to 
pay spot cash foritand expected to get it at 
a bargain. No, I didn’t offer as much as 
$700,000 for it. As much as $500,000? Well, 
you're coming pretty close to it now. The 
offer was refused, but I feel pretty sure that 
Mr. Kaufman is willing to sell now, and I 
think we will be able to make a deal yet.’’ 


VAIL’S BOND PREPARED. 
It Was Presented to the Court This After- 
noon.

Loss of the Schooner Elsie Smith at 
Cape Cod. 


ALL ON BOARD GO DOWN WITH THE ILL- 
FATED VESSEL. 


Twelve Bodies Washed Ashore On the 
Beach and Six Still Missing—The 
Wrecked Pontoon Bridge—Collapse oi 
a Sugar Store-House—Casualties. 


Boston, Mass., March 5.—The schooner 
Elsie Smith of Portland is reported lost with 
allon board on the beach of Cape Cod be- 
tween Newcomb’s Hollow and Nausett. On 
board were eighteen men and the latest re- 
port is that twelve podiés have been washed 
ashore on the beach. 


Collapse of a Storehouse. 

New York, March 5.—Two_ sections of 
Havemeyer & Elder’s great storehouse in 
Willamsburg collapsed last evening and 
5,000 barrels of sugar crashed through the 
floors, severely injured a laborer and doing 
$5 ,000 damage. uch of the sugar was spilled 
from the broken barrels. The cave-in caused 
a great panic inthe neighborhood for nearly 
an hour, as it was thought that a number of 
men had been overtaken by the fallen bar- 
rels and crushed to death. Three ambu- 
lances were sent by the officers at police 
headquarters, and reserve squads of more 
than fifty men were sent to the scene, 
but when the first confusion was over and 
the roll of employes about the storehouse had 
been called it was found that the only person 
injured was John Smith, a stevedore, 82 years 
of age. He hadbeen at work ina section 
where he could not escape and he went down 
with the bricks, timbers and barrels of sugar. 
He was taken out badly hurt and Ambulance 
Surgeon Orrell took him to the hospital. It 
was feared last night that his skull was 
fractured. Thirteen other men were working 
in the part of the building that fell in, but at 
the first sound of the yielding tim- 
bers they ran for their lives 
and barely escaped being crushed. 
The storehouse is an enormous structure, 400 
feet long, 275 feet deep and three stories 
high, Itds divided into seventeen sections, 
and those that fell were Nos.land?2. The 
building was erected only seven months ago, 
but asis continually subjected to enormous 
burdens andits cross timbers are of yellow 
pine instead of iron, many fears have been 
felt and expressed as tu its safety. Five 
thousand barrels of sugar had been stored on 
the second floor of sections two and three 
yesterday and more were coming, 
when the strain became too great and the 
crash followed. The south wallof the two 
sections fell in with the wreck, and the build- 
ing is now in a very dangerous condition, 


Broke His Neck. 


VENICE, Ill., March 5.—An inquest was held 
onthe remains of Wm. Huff anda verdict 
returned that deceased met his death by fall- 
ing from a moving train about 4:30 this morn- 
ing on the Chicago & Alton Railroad.

THE M’KINLEY TARIFF BILL. 


Progress of the Wyman Case to Test the 
Constitutionality of It. 


Benell and Ferris this morning appeared 
before Judge Thayer in the United States 
Circuit Court and asked that an order be is- 
sued against the United States Appraisers 
of New York compelling them toreturn the 
papers in the re-appealcase of Ohas. H. 
Wyman &Co. from the appraisers’ decision 
on an appeal from the St. Louis port of entry. 
This is the case wherein the coastitution- 
ality of the McKinley bill is questioned, and 
Mr. Wyman sues to recover $1,481.50 collected 
under the bill since its passage. The collec- 
tions were made upon various articles, in- 
cluding guns, plated ware and many other 
classes of things. The suit has attracted 
very general attention throughout the United 


} States, owing to its national character. 


The step taken this morning by the appel- 
lant was very promptly met by George 
W. Reynolds, the United States Attor- 
ney, who made a filing asserting that 
the court of this city has no jurisdiction, the 
act having been submitted inthe southern 
district of New York. The court after hear- 
ing arguments on the same lines took the 
matter under advisement. 

The petition of appellants, whichis a very 
lengthy document, bases the hope of suc- 
cess on the fact that the McKinley bill was 
not passed by both the Senate and the House 
in the form in which it was signed by Pres!- 
dent Harrison, and that it is of the same 
nature of the suit-of Marshal Field before 
the Supreme Court. The petition states 
that ‘‘the board erred in holding that the 
rate of duty should be assessecd under an al- 
leged act of Congress entitled: ‘An act enti- 
tled to reduce the revenue and equalize duties 
on imports and for other purposes,’ purport- 
ing to have been approved Oct. 1, 1890, and 
commonly known as the McKinley bill for the 
following reasons, to-wit: The bill was 
never passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate under the above 
title; was never signed or approved by 
the President. That the bill, which was en- 
titled as above, which was signed and ap- 
proved by the President was never passed by 
the House of Representatives or the Senate,’’ 
and that ‘‘The board erred in fixing the rate 
of duty on breech-loading guns at 35 per cent 
ad valorem and $ apiece, insteadof 3 per 
cent ad valorum, and in fixing the rate on the 
muzgzle-loading guns at 35 per cent and $1.50 
each, instead of 25 percent ad valorum.,’’

THE ASSASSIN OF LINCOLN. 


Atlanta People Believe That Rev. J. G 
Armstrong Was J. Wilkes Booth. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 5.—A morning paper 
Says: Itis generally believed by the people 
of Atlanta, Ga., that the Rev. J. G. Arm- 
strong, who recently died in that city, was 
J. Wilkes Booth. Two old and well-informed 
citizens of the Georgia capital are stopping at 
the Grand Pacific, and they declare that the 
people of Atlanta will not believe otherwise 
than that the late pastor was the assassin of 
President Lincoln. 

‘‘armstrong’s resemblance to J. Wilkes 
Both was remarkable,’’ said one of the At- 
lanta men yesterday. 
the people of Atlanta discussed the sus- 
picion about the man. The last 
time Edwin Booth visited Atlanta he, 
with the leading. members of i his 
company, stopped at the Kimball House. All 
of one day Mr. Afmstrongis known to have 
been closeted in a room at the house with the 
actor, and during the week’s engagement of 
the company, made frequent visits to Mr. 
Booth’s appartments. Efforts were made to 
learn the man’s past history, but they were 
futile beyond the fact that he was at one 
time a pastor ofa church at Wheeling, W, 
Va. The vestrymen there attempted to trace 
his past historv, but were unable to make 
any progress. He declined to have anything 
to say in regard to himself and was forced to 
leave his church. From Wheeling he went to 
Atlanta. The first time his name 
was mentioned in the public 
prints was when his daughter created a sen- 
sation by deserting her husband the day after 
her marriage. The young woman subse- 
quently went on the stage. Mr. Armstrong 
was fond of attending thetheater. I often 
saw him in public places. is presence al- 
ways caused comment. His resemblance to 
the assassin of Lincoln was certainly remark- 
able, he even having a gun-shot wound tn his 
leg and the scaron his neck. These marks 
were discovered after death. 

‘*‘Itis rumored since the man’s death that 
he committed suicide, and that the coroner 
will be called uponto hold an inguest. In 
case of such an event an effort will be made 
to find some of his private papers.’’

EUREKA’S MYSTERY. 


Every Lady in the Town Asked to Give 
a Sample of Handwriting. 


THE VICTIMS OF THE MYSTERIOUS 
WOMAN IN 8ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 


How Mrs. Jesse Edwards’ Grave Was Dug 
at Bethel and Her Friends Convoked at 
the Church-Yard While She Was Well 
and Happy at Home—Plans to Capture 
the Trouble-Maker. 


Eureka is a little hamlet in the west end of 
St. Louis County, about twenty-seven miles 
from this city. The passing of the Missouri 
Pacific trains are usually the only events of 
mark between births and deaths and bad 
spells of friends and neighbors. Of late, 
however, the little community has had a 
genuine mystery to work on, as difficult of 
solution asthe question of Hiero’s crown, 
settled by Archimedes, whose joyful outburst 
at success gave this little hamlet and hun- 
dreds of othersaname. For months the peo- 
ple of Eureka and the country round about 
have been tormented by an unknown letter- 
writer, who has set household against house- 
hold with bitter and mendacious messages, 
or ina prankish mood has led people here 
and there on fool’s errands. In the absence 
of positive proof of the guilt of the 
one person most generally suspected every 
Eurekan measures with doubtful looks his 
neighbor and the community lives ‘in an at- 
mosphere of distrust. 

. THE FIRST MYSTERY. 

Mrs. Jesse Edwarss was apparently the first 
victim. She is the wife of a well-to-do and 
very respectable farmer and is known 
throughout the county. Mrs. Edwards was 
not personally seen, but according to the 
statements of neighbors, her first communi- 
cation, innocent enough, purported to come 
from friends in St. Louis who proposed to 
visit her on a certain date. Everything was 
made ready, but the guests did not appear. 
Days later it was ascertained that the friends 
in St; Louis had not written such a letter and 
had no plans for a visit at thattime. This 
was the first of the mystery. 

Next came a call to a 
brother’s bedside at Sedalia—a cruel 
hoax of the heartless letter writer. Other 
annoying letters followed to various people, 
and plans were discussed for having a detec- 
tive to take up a temporary residence in 
Eureka. The citizens felt sure that though 
the messages came from different points,they 
were the work of: someone familiar with the 
affairs and relationships of the little com- 
munity. 

Next came scurrilous letters menacing and 
hinting at disclosures and punishments. It 
was then surmised that a White Cap band 
had been formed secretly and that a woman 
had been employed to send out the warnings. 
It was proposed that every lady in town 
should give to a committee of 
citizens a sample of her hand- 
writing for purposes of comparison. 
Postmaster Thomas was, of course, to have 
been of this committee, but a cessation of the 
writer’s activity temporarily drew attention 
from the affair and the plans to capture the 
offender were given over. 

MRS. EDWARDS’ GRAVE DUG. 

After a short interval an atrocity followed. 
Mr. Daniel Warfield lives on the State road, 
near Bethel.

A messenger was dis- 
patched anid soon discovered that, wholly ig- 
norant of the fact that everything was in 
readiness for her interment, Mrs. Edwards 
was peacefully engaged at her work at home,

of a missive full of unpleasant suggestions, 
She showed it to several of her friends who 
were of her opinionas tothe authorship of 
the communication.

‘THEY DON’T LIKE IT. 


“Wholesale Merchants Object to One of 
: } Dr. Taussig’s Reports. 


‘HE “MUCH ABUSED AND MUCH MISIN- 
| TERPRETED ARBITRARY.” 


Ferry Company—Dr. Taussig Makes an 
Explanation—Not Opposed to the Mer- 
chants. 


The most interesting portion of the annual 
report of the President of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association is the reference to the bridge 
arbitrary, so objectionable to the St. Louis 
merchants. Dr. Taussig reports that 259,187 

- loaded cars crossed the bridge. last year, all 
but 75,879 of which passed through the city, 
anathen he adds: ‘‘The disproportion be- 
4tween the volume.of through and local (St. 
Louis proper) business is apparent from a 
glance at the above figures. Of the entire 
259,187 loaded cars which we have carried 
across the river only 75,879 were carried to 

. and from this city. Deducting from this the 
coal for city consumption there remains 
only 18,678 cars of merchandise and pack- 
age freight, or only about 10 per cent 
of the vast amount of St. Louis mer- 
chandise traffic, which we have handled and 
for which we have collected the much abused 
and much misinterpreted ‘arbitrary,’ which 
averaged during last year, as per statement 
abore,1.6cents per 100 pounds. The other 

” per cent was carried by teams across the 
_iver and the arbitrary for it was paid by 
merchants, partly to the St. Louis Transfer 
Co., an organization largely owned by the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., which is under contract 

in perpetuity to use that ferry exclusively for 
its ‘business, and whose teams, therefore, 
never cross the bridge, and partly to the 
hundreds of private teamsters who are en- 
gaged in the business.’’ 

MERCHANTS DON’T LIKE IT. 

A great many merchats take exception to 
this paragraph in the doctor’s report. A 
number of wholesale men were seen yester- 
day and this morning and everyone thought 
that the paragraph was very misleading and 
some of them that it was so intended. ‘‘It 
looks very much,’’ saidone gentleman, ‘‘as 
if the doctor were taking a stand against 8&t. 
Louis merchants in their fight for justice. He 
is trying to make it appear that the mer- 
chants are kicking up all this fuss merely on 
account of 1% cents tax per 100 pounds on 
only 18,678 cars of merchandise, andthat ten 
times as much freight is received by them 
from East St. Louis ou which no bridge arbi- 
trary is paid. I’d Uke to know if it 
isn’t all the same to us wheth- 
er the bridge or the ferry company 
gets the money, sOo we pay it? If we get our 
freight from = the Bridge company 
we pay over $4 per car extra 
for it after paying the regular freight 
on it to East St. Louis. If the Transfer com- 
pany does the hauling we pay them the arbi- 
trary—callit bridgearbitrary,river arbitrary, 
or what you will—and if we do the hauling 
ourselves we pay Dr. Taussig a big toll for 
the use of his bridge. Private teamsters 
charge us about the same and the most 

to the bridge, and 
Bridge company and 
company haven’t a pool 
and don’t divide receipts, as some 
people claim, the St. Louis merchants 
are taxed over $4 a car or nearly 2 cents 
per 100 pounds more for their New York 
freight than should be charged, and they are 
discriminated against justthat much. The 
rate from East St. Louls west is the same as 
thatfrom St. Louis west, the bridge or river 
arbitrary being included in the _ gen- 
eral freight rate. The river -arbi- 
trary is absorbed by the railroad 
companies in this way at Davenport, Du- 
buque, Quincy and all other Mississippi River 
points, and at Kansas City, Cincinnati, Oma- 
ha, Louisville and all other river cities on 
the Mississippi’s tributaries, the rates to both 
sides of the river being the same, it is plainly 
a discrimination against St. Louis to mgke us 
pay the bridge or riyer tolls here on our 
through freight. Ofcourse, we don’t expect 
the railroad companies to asorb the river 
toll on short hauls, but on through freight we 
doand without making any change in the 
regular freight rate schedule.’’ 
IS THERE A POOL? 

In reference to the widely entertained 
opinion that the Bridge company and the 
Ferry company have a pool, or what practi- 
cally amounts to a pool, the gentleman above 
quoted said: ‘‘The doctor virtually admits 
that in his annual report when he uses the 
word ‘we.’ He says: ‘Deducting from this 
the coal for city consumption there remain 
only 18,678 cars of merchandise and package 
freight, or only about 0 percent of the vast 
amount of St. Louis merchandise traffic which 
we have handled and for which we have col- 
lected the much abused, etc.’ Now, doesn’t 
that look asif he and his company had a per- 
sonal interest in not only the 10 per cent 
spoken of, but also the 90 per cent?’’ 

Dr. Taussig was seen later in regard to that 
matter, and, after reading the sentence care- 
fully, he said that while the sentence admit- 
ted of a double construction, it could not mis- 
lead any one familiar with the subject. ‘‘We 
have no pooling arrangement with the Ferry 
company or the Transfer company ,’’ said he, 
but quite the reverse is true.’’ 

‘‘You don’t share in their receipts in any

babe A o, sir.’’ 


“Nor have any agreement with them as to 
rates?’’ 

‘*‘None at all.”’ 

‘*Your rates are the same, however?’’ 
' **No; the Ferry Co.’s rates are much higher 
than ours are, but in justice to them I should 
say that they carry the freight to the door 
and deliver it there while we deliver it in our 
yards. We charge about 82 cents a ton for 
hauling and the Transfer Co. charges from 80 
cents to $1 per ton. No, we have no pool and 
no understanding of any kind now. We did 
have a pool some ten years ago, but it lasted 
only two years. The interstate commerce 
law would prevent anything of that kind 


now.’’ 
T THE DOCTOR 

In the ‘aepanen from Dr. Taussts” s report 
above quoted the words ‘‘traffic’’ and 
‘*which’’ should be separated by a comma, 
and even then most readers would under- 
stand the sentence to mean that 13,678 cars

‘*We are not opposed tothe St. Louis mer- 
chants in their present fight against paying 
Weer call the bridge arbitrary,’’ 


the doctor. ‘‘On the other hand weare with 
them. We would much rather have the rall- 
r companies than the St. Louis merchants 
pay and we will be very glad when the change 
is made. 

**The bridge toll on the 160,000 odd car loads 
of coal carried = the Bridge company would, 
of course, not be paid by the railroads, ” 
said the doctor, ‘‘as the haul was a very 
short one and the freight was purely local. 
No matter what the result of the present 
fight of the merchants against the bridge 
arbitrary wasthere would be no change in 
the manner of paying bridge freight on coal.’’

THE LATE LEONARD JEROME. 


Interesting Anecdotes of the Famous New 
Yorker—Rich and Generous. 


New YorK, March 5.—Of the late Leonard 
Jerome, who died abroad, a morning paper 
says: 

He spent money as freely as he made it, 
and never was happier than when contribut- 
ing to the welfare and amusement of others. 
No matter how busy he might be, he had 
always time totalk of racing, yachting and 
sport of any other kind. During the civi] war 
he generally was the first man approached 
with a subscription paper, for he put down a 
large sum by way of example. All the 
expenses of the first great Union meeting 
at the Academy of Music were paid b 
Mr. Jerome, and his checks for $10,000 eac 
were not uncommon gifts to the Union De- 
fense Committee, of which he was treasurer. 
He never allowed the treasury to be empty, 
no matfer how great the demand. He 
founded and contributed liberally to the fund 
for the benefit of sufferers by the anti-draft 
riots of 1864, and when private enterprise 
started to build a vessel to find and sink the 
Alabama, Mr. Jerome subscribed $35,000. 
His private benevolences were not made 
known when Mr. Jerome could help it, but 
their aggregate was enormous. He seemed 
delighted with an opportunity to help any 
deserving cause or person. Any half 
decent fellow who failed in Wall 
street could borrow enough from Mr. Jerome 
to start anew. Always surrounded by a 
crowd of business or social acquaintances 
and seeming engrossed in affairs or amuse- 
ment, he succeeded in observing all his ac- 
quaintances closely, learning when any of 
them wereintrouble and hurrying to them 
with open hands and sympathetic heart. 
Here ts a case in illustration: 

Afine young fellow who had more energy 
than money was working himself to death, 
and Mr. Jerome urged him to give up busi- 
ness fora few weeks and run over to Europe 
with his wife for a rest. 

‘*Can’t do it; ILhaven’t money enough,’’ 
was the reply. 

‘**How much have you?’’ 

** About $2,500, and I’m not goingto clean 
myself out.’’ 

**Let me haveit. I’ll send for it as soon as 
Tam ready, and I’ll makea turnfor you on 
500 shares of stock. I’ll promise youthat at 
worst you shan’t lose anything.’’ 

‘*Thank you. Done.’’ 

Within the week the young man received a 
statement showing nearly $3,000 to his credit 
on some stock operations, but hisown check 
never had been sent for. 

It was in the larger sports and social diver- 
sions, however, that Mr. Jerome appeared 
most prominent. Handsome, witty, courtly 
and with an unfailing stock of physical and 
mental vitality, he became the life of what- 
ever company he chanced to bein. He would 
stroll into any one of several clubs and rouse 
all the loungers as quick as a flash. He 
dearly loved good horses and yachts and 
spent great sums of money on both. Famous 
old Jerome Park, with the grand avenue 
leading to it, would never have existed 
but for Mr. Jerome, who also was 
foremost in the work of organizing 
the Coney Island Jockey Club, as he had been 
inthe American Jockey Club. Although he 
held in contempt all men who brought sport 
down to the level of cold business by ‘‘play- 
ing the races’’ forthe sole purpose of mak- 
ing money, he insisted that betting should 
not be placed under the ban because of those 
who abused it, and hischaracter and argu- 
ment did much to prevent unfair legisla- 
tion at the time the Ives bill passed. In 
yachting he owned first the Undine, and 
then, with Commodore Vickar, the Restless. 
Still later he was greatly disappointed. with 
the steam yacht Clara. Clarita, which cost 
bim about $125,000. 

During the riots in 1863 there were placed in 
front of the Times building,which after the as- 
sault upon the Tribune building had been 
threatened, two gatling guns, over one of 
which Jerome kept watch during a longand 
apprehensive night. His mental alertness 
and his physical pluck in those days were 
something startling. During the last few 
years ill healthso pulled him down as to 
make him a wreck and shadow of his former 
self, andtoall whowere familiar with the; 
exact conditions, his death was not a matter 
of surprise.

WILL PURIFY RACING. 


VALUE OF THE SYSTEM OF LICENSING 
JOCKEYS AND TRAINERS. 


—_—__—_——_— 


The National League Magnates Quarrel- 
ing Among Themselves—Measures the 
Association Is Forcing Them to Adopt 
—Racing and Sporting News. 


Whatever the proprietors of the winter 
tracks may do or may have undone in the 
way of reforming the abuses that are at 
present, and have been for some time past, 
rampant on these, latterly at least, sloughs 
of despond, every effort will be made during 
the present season at the legitimate racing 
centers to ‘‘turn the rascals out,’’ whether 
said rascals attempt to masquerade as own- 
ers, book-makers, backers or jockeys, com- 
ments the Philadelphia Times. The owner 
who starts horses with the view of profiting 
by their defeat, the book-maker who 
alds and abets him in 60 doing, the 
backer whoturns his attention to ‘‘stiffen- 
ing’’ favorites that a horse heis backing at 
a larger price may capture the purse and the 
dishonest jockey, without whose aid few if 
any of the rascally deals now of almost daily 
occurrence would be possible, are, during the 
coming season, to have a great deal more 
attention paid to their comings and goings 
than has been the case inthe past. The ap- 
pointment of a licensing board or committee 
comprising the names of Messrs. Galway, 
Cassatt, Hunter, Withers, Philip Dwyer and 
Lawrence, who shall decide abso- 
lutely what jockeys shall and what 
jockeys shall not be permitted 
to ride at Brooklyn, Sheepshead, Mon- 
mouth and other leading meetings will, when 
the functions and intentions of the said com- 
mittee comes to be understood by the three 
or four score of ignorant, conceited, imperti- 
nent, incapable and too often dishonest man- 
nikins who call themselves jockeys, it is to be 
hoped, cause them to amend their ways 
forthwith. Someof these precious rascals, 
who will endanger another jockey’s life just 
as readily as they will pull a horse on any 
part of the track, save perhaps directly 
under the judges’ nose, will be sur- 
prised to learn that no reformation, real 
or pretended, will enable them during this 
or any future season, to ‘‘put the brakes on’’ 
or endeavor to ride honest boys over the 
rails on reputable tracks. The flat has gone 
forth, and this time in high places, that the 
turf must be reformed, as the solons of our 
race tracks at length appear to recognize the 
fact that the very vitality of a noble sport is 
threatened by the machinations of a parcel 
of rascals who regard the thoroughbred 
merely as an instrument of gambling, and a 
crooked instrument at that. The first step 
in this direction is to secure, or at 
least attempt to secure, honest 
jockeys. The establishment of a 
licensing board, long and laboriously advo- 
cated in the Times,is at length an accom- 
plished fact. The gentlemen who form this 
board thoroughly enjoy the confidence of 
every honest owner, trainer and jockey in the 
land. Let them positively refuse to grant 
riding licenses to those jockeys and stable 
lads at present riding who are known to be 
corrupt, and a giant stride will have been ac- 
complished in this ‘‘ purification of the turf,’’ 
of which of late we have heard so much, but 
hitherto seen so little results fromall the 
flood of ‘‘words, idle words,’’ that have been 
written and spoken thereon,

BASE BALL. 

As a result of the Association breaking away 
from the national agreement and abolishing 
the reserve rule the National League has been 
forced to do away with the obnoxious reserve 
rule. Atthe League meeting in New York 
yesterday it was done away with. There 
were two forms of contract adopted. Form 
A is for a season of seven months with a re- 
newal clause for one or more consecutive 
seasons, and form B is for a term 
of years for the full twelve months 
tothe year. Between seasons players are in 
the latter form of contract exempt from 
service except obedience to the regulations 
as to physical training and moral discipline. 
Either form of contract will be legal and may 
be signed at the discretion of clubs and play- 
ers. It will be seen, however, that there is 
a string attached to the liberty given a player 
in either form of contract. He is practically 
reserved for one or more seasons in 
form A and signs for several 
seasons in form B, and in case the present 
base ball warendsin ayear ortwo the re- 
serve rule will undoubtedly be adopted a,-ain 
by the National League, providing that or- 
ganization is in existence at that time. 
Should a player sign one of the form A 
contracts he is reserved fora yearor two, 
and if he signs form B he not only engages 
himself toa club for several y , Dut there
